umber of Japanese nationals are 
being added to the staff.. The Cus-| 
toms at Holhow, in the island of; 
Hainan, have been treated In the 
same Way. I should like to add this;

General Situation 


I think I have now dealt with the 
specifie points which the noble Lord 
raised during .the course of his 
speech, but I should like to tnke 
this opportunity of saying a word 
or two about the general situation. 
When we Inst debated the Chinese 
muyestion, before Christmas, I took 
the opportunity of explaining, in some 
atau. 1 think, the attitude of His 
Mojesty's Government towards the 
problem, and, therefore, I can do 
little more than repeat what I said 
on that . occasion. In general, the 
Far-Eastern policy @f His Majesty's 
Government is based on the Nine» 
Power Treaty, the main provisions 
of which I outlined when we Jast 
had a-debate on this question, His 
Majesty's Government were, there- 
fere, at some pains to make clear to 
the Japanese Government in -the 
Note which they addressed to: them 
on January 14 that they cannot re- 
encn'se changes {involving infringe- 
ments of or derogations from the 
provisions of this Treaty which are 
r-ocht pbeyt by force or by the 
unilateral modification of 
ts tums. They cannot ngree that 
the Treaty is obsolete or that Sts 
nrovisions no Jonger mect the s'tita- 
tlon, except In so far ns that situa- 
lon—has-been-altered —by—Japan—in. 
contravention of its terms. 

But. this is not to suy that His 
Mojesty’s Government contend that 
this Treaty or any other Treaty Is 
eternal. If the Japanese or any 
other: signatory has any constructive 
suggestions to make regarding points 
on which [t is thought thnt the 
Treaty might be improved, His Ma- 
Jesty’s Government for their part 
would be ready to consider “hem 
nnd enter into negotiations with all 
the other signatories regarding the 
modifications suggested. Similalv. 
His Majesty's Government are al- 
ways ready to resume negotintions 
with the Chinese Government on the 
subject of extra-territoriolity and, 
other similar questions when peace 
has been restored. As I say, a Note 
embodying those points was ad- 
dressed to the Japanese Government 
on January 14, dut so far the 
Japanese Government has not sent 
any reply, 

Measures Taken 


The noble Lord has suggested cer~ 
taln ways in which he thinks that 
we should deal. with the situation. 
When I have dcen explaining. the 
position of His Majesty's Goverr~ 
ment with regard to this matter, 1 
have alwnys pointed out that, in the 
view of His Majesty's Government, 
no measures such os some of those 
which the noble Lord desezibed will 
really be of any use in. solving this 
diMculty or helping the situation 
unless they are going to be effective 
measures. Clearly, for measures 0) 
the kind which he described, such 
as cconomle sanctions of various 
kinds, it Js ‘absolutely cssentlal that 
action should’ be taken by all In- 
terested parties at the same time. 
Although I cannot say more than 
that on that particular subject, I 
want to draw the attention of your 
Lordships’ House to the various ways 
in- whish His Majesty's Government 
hove assisted the Chinese Govern- 
ment ‘in the extremely diMcult pos'- 
tlon In. which they now ‘are. As 
your Lordships know, we have from 
the beginning of the avar kept Can- 
ton open as a means of communica 
tion , for China.

Further than that, I am afraid I 
nm unable t6 go this affernoon, but 
1 would like finally to say this. The 
noble Lord has asked whether there 
is no possibility of the Powers Joint- 
ly bringing pressure to benr upon the 
Japanese Government w:th a view to 
bringing the war in China to a 
eneedy end. It would be difficult to 
say; and crroncous to 
soy, that. I thought there 
were prospects of being able to 
achieve that objective, but I can 
ray that His Majesty's Government 
are in close and constant consuita- 
tlon with the. other Powers .con~ 
cerned on matters which affect their 

nterests, With a vicw to 
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ring “a settlement” wileh willbe 
fair and just to both sides and take 
all proper account of the interest of 
thira partles, His Majesty's Govern- 
ment have indicated to the Chinese 
and Japanese Governments that they 
are ready at all times to use their 
good offices, and they will not hesi- 
tate to take all necessary steps as 
soon as the moment appears to be 
appropriate. But, as J say once 
again, I am afraid I must acmit that 
at present the situation docs not ap- 
sear to have changed in this respect 
since I addressed your Lordships’ 
House ‘in December last, and I can- 
not look upon the prospects as good. 
I have endeavoured to the best of 
my ability to deal with the ques- |:

The Euro- 
peans involved were Mr. B. Joffe, of 
the China Light and Power Co., Ltd., 
Mr. Peter ‘Legden, Mr. Leo Benuch, 
Mr, Millington, and Miss Jefferies. 

Accompanied by Mr. Legden and 
Mr, Benuch, Mr, Joffe was sailing In 
the yocht Artema near Stonecutter's 
Island, when the squall, which had 
been threatening = for 
broke. Through the strong wind 
and driving rain that made every 
slight movement of the boat precari- 
ous, Mr. Joffe and‘his companions 
sighted an overturned boat with two 
Europeans, Mr. Millington and Miss 
Jefferies, clinging to it. 

Experiencing much dlficulty, Mr. 
Joffe and his companions ma- 
nocuvred the Artema to effect o res- 
tue, but the violent wind and waves 
gained the upper hand and Mr, Joffe 
und his friends were also thrown 
Into the harbour 
bont capsized. 

For one and half hours the Euro- 
penns clinging on to their submerged 
bonts waiting for help, and a rescue 
was finully affected by -the steam 
launch Kwong On which passed 
close by.

With regard to, war and peace I 


cannot refrain. from addressing the’ 


nation, . 

What a country’aims at is, its 
existence and maintenance as an 
independent nation. When war can- 
not be avoided it must be war, 
When the time comes, that pence is 
possible then [t must be’ peace. 
Whether peace is possible or not, de-~ 
pends on the terms, The statement 
“these terms will not result in the 
extinction of the nation” is still ring- 
ing in my eurs. 1. would therefore 
ask, why cannot we advocate peace? 


Others may say, “Chinn has ottain~ 
ed national unity as a result of the 
wir of resistance, and the advocacy 
of peace will result in the destruc- 
tion of this unity.” I strongly dis- 
ugree with such a statement. From 
the dawn of ‘history to the: present 
day, those at the helm of State 
always made it their duty to main- 
tain domestic peace for the purpose 
of resisting foreign aggression, not to 
engage in external war for the pur- 
pose of maintaining:domestic peace. 

China is engaged in u war of re- 
ststance for the purpose of malntain- 
ing her status as in independent 
nation; she did not go to war only to 
achieve national unity. 


_ Others may sey, “If peace is. 
advocated, the Communists will im- 
mediately start trouble.” The Com- 
munists are, by nature, mischicf- 
And as a matter: of fact, 
it would be preferable for them to 
come out in the open and publicly 
create trouble pgainst peace rnother 
than engage in secret manipulations 
and intrigues under the cloals of 
patriotism as is the state of offaira 
to-day.’ ‘ 
Many Examples 


The above having been made clear, 
I solemnly declare the following. 
After the Sino-Japanest War in 1804, 
a humiliating peace was made, after 
the Boxer War tn' 1900, . another 
humiliating peace was signed. 

France had to endure a humiliating 
pence as a result of the. Franco- 
Russian War. Germany concluded a 
humiliating peace in 1919 and had to’ 
groun under it until very recently 
when she came up ogaln. It may be 
o pleasant thing to be able to relate 
such 4 case of natlonal resurrection, 
but yet I have no desire to see such 
a peace, because it is a+ peace 
that cannot Inst. During these 
twenty months of bitter fighting, 
China hos made tremendous szecri- 
fices, but the cost to Japan has also 
been tremendous. This ts clearly a 
path that leads to mutual destruc- 
tlon, But there .is another path 
‘lying clearly before us that-leads to 


.| co-exlstence and co-prosperity.

General Situation - 


T think I have now dealt withthe 
specie points which the noble Lord 
roised during the course of his 
speech, but 1 should like to take 
this apportunity of saying n° word 
or two about the general situation. 
When we Inst debated the Chinese 
nauegtinn, before Christmas, I took 
the opportunity of explaining, In some 
actail 1 think, the attitude of ‘His 
Majesty’s Government towards the 
problem, and, therefore, I con do 
litle more than repeat what I said 
In general, the 
Far-Enstern policl*fof His Majesty's 
Government is bafed on the Nine-

fore, st some pains to moke clear to 
the Japanese Government in. the 
Note which they addressed to them 
on January. 14 that they cannot re- 
com tse chonges involving infringe- 
ments of or derogations from the 
provisions of this Treaty which are 
Srrucht sbeut by feree or by the 
unilateral modification of 
its terms. They cannot agree that 
the Treaty is obsolcte or that its 
.provisions_no.longer_mect.the-s:tua-. 
tion, execpt in so far as that situa- 
tion has been altered by Japan in 
contravention of its terms.

As I say, a Note 
embodying those points was -ad- 
dressed to the Japanese Government 
on January 14, but so far the 
Japanese. Government has not sent 
any. reply. cae : 
Wy) Measures Taken 
The noble Lord has suggested cer- 
tain ways In which he thinks that 
we should deal with the situation. 
When I have teen explaining the 
position of His Majesty's -Goveri:- 
ment with regard to this matter, I 
have always pointed out that, in the 
view .of His Majesty's Government, 
no mezsures such ng some of those 
which the noble Lord desezibed - will 
scally be of any use in solving this 
diMficulty-. or helping the situation 
unless they nre going to be effective 
measures. Clearly, for measures of 
the kind which he described, such 
as economic sanctions of various 
kinds, it is. absolutely essertial that 
action should - be taken by ail in- 
terested parties at the same time.

End to War 


Further than: that, I am afrald I 
am unable to go this afternoon, but 
I would like finally to say this. The 
noble Lord has asked whether there 
is no possibility of. the Powers joint- 
ly bringing pressure to bear upon the 
Japanese Government w:th a view to 
bringing the war in China to a 
soeedy end. It would be difficult to 
say, and erroncous to 
say, that I thought, there 
were prospects of being able to 
achieve that objective, but I can 
sny that His Majesty's Government 
are in clase and canstant consulta- 
tlon__ e@ other Powers _con- 
cerned on matters which affect their 
common interests. With a view to 
securing a settlement which will be 
fair tand just to both sides and take 
all proper account of the interest of 
third partics, His Majesty's Govern» 
ment have Indicated to the Chinese 
and Japanese Goyernments that they 
ure ready ot all times to use their 
good offices, and they will.not hesi- 
tate to take all necessary steps as 
soon os the moment appears to be 
appropriate. But, as I say once 
again, I am nfroid I must admit that 
at present the situation docs not ap- 
pear fo have changed in this respect 
since " I atldressed your + Lordships’ 
House in December last, and I. can- 
not look upon the prospects as ‘good. 
I have endeavoured to. the best ‘of 
my abliity. to deal with the ques+ 
tlons which the noble Lord raised 
In the course of his ‘speéch, and I 
hope that, although I may not have 
entirely satisfied him, at any rate 
my remark may have given a Hmited 
salisfaction .to hlm and others in 
your Lordships’ House, . 

Lord Strabolgi: My Lords, I have 
only to thank the noble Earl for his 
very full reply to the question I put 
on the Paper. I quite understand 
that It-is nat possible for him at this 
stage to give greater satisfaction. 
If I:may say so, I think he has sald 
all he could under the circumstances.

In the course of his specch Hitler 
declared that Britain had no right to 
meddle in Germany's internal affairs. 

“What right,” he sald, “has Britain 
to slioot others in Palestine where 
they are defending thelr homes? In 
Central Europe we did not slaughter 
thousands, byt what we did we did 
peacefully.” : i 
. Referring to the Anglo-German 
Naval Treaty, Hitler. sald, “If this 
desire for peace does not persist in 
Britain, the practical pr¢e-suppositions 
of tho Treaty are removed." 

Hitler referred to “those who picle| 
chestnuts oul of the fire,” and said 
that they were likely to burn thelr 
fingers. 

“Wo have o great’ Relch, strong 
enough to cope with Its rights.

‘ disfavour of other states cr states- 
men," 

Hitler spoke for an hour, - His 
speech was interrupted frequently by

Speaking of the territorial claims 
of Germany In Czecho-Slovalda, he 
suid; “At the Ume'when Britain was 
very small, the first Germnn.. king 
was crowned In Prague.

Whether penee Is possible or not, de- 
pends on the terms. 
“these terms will not result in the 
extinction of the nation” {s still ring- 
ing Jn my cars. I would’ therefore 
ashy why cannot we advocate peace? 


Others may say, “China has attaln- 
ed national unity as a result of the 
war..of resistance, and the advocacy 
of. peace will result in the destruc+ 
tlon of: this unity.” I sirongly dis 
agree with such a statement. “From 
the dawn of history to the present 
day, those at the helm of State 
always made it thelr duty to main- 
‘tain domestic peace for the purpose 
of resisting forel#n aggress'on, not. to 
engage in external war for the pur- 
pose of maintaining domestic peace. 

China Is engaged In a war af re- 
fistance for the purpose of maintain- 
ing’ her status as in independent 
nation; she did not go to war only to 
achieve national unity, 


Others may say, “If peace is 
advocated, the Communists will {me 
medintely start trouble.” The Com- 
munists ure, by natire, 
mukers. And as ao matter of fact, 
it would be preferable for them to 
come. out.in_the_ open and.publicly- 
create troubla against pence “rather 
than engage in secret manipulations 
and intrigues under the cloak of 
patriotism og Is the state of affairs 
to-day, 


Many Examples 


The above having been made clear, 
I solemnly declare the following. 
After the Sino-Japanest War in 1904, 
a humiliating peace was made, after 
the Boxer War in 1900, another 
humilating peace was signed. 

France had to endure a humiliating 
peace as a result of .the Franco- 
Russian War. Germany concluded a 
humilfating peace in 1919 and had to 
groan under jt until very recently 
when she came up again. ‘It may be 
a pleasant thing to be able to relate 
such a case of natfonal resurrection, 
but yet I have no desire to see such 
a peace, because It Js..a peace 
thes cannot last. During these 
twenty months of bitter . fighting, 
China has made tremendous sacri- 
fices, but the cost to Japan hos also 
been tremendous, This is clearly 2 
path that lends to mutual destruce 
tion. But there Is another path 
Jying clearly before us that leads to 
‘co-existence and co: perity.

But this Is not to say that His 
Majesty's Government contend that

Jesty's Government for their part 
would be. rendy to consider ¢hem 
ond enter Into negotiations with al!

Measures Taken 


The noble Lord has suggested cer- 
tain ways in which he thinks that 
we should denl with the situation, 
When I have been explaining the 
position.’ of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment with fegard to this matter, I 
have always polnted out that, in the 
view of His Majesty's Government, 
no measures such as some of those 
which the noble Lord desezibed will 
really be of any use in‘ solving this 
diMiculty ‘or helping the situation 
unless they are golng to be effective 
mensures, Clehrly, for measures of 
the kind which he described, such 
as economic.--sanctions of varfous 
kinds, it is absolutely essential that 
action should’ be taken dy oll In- 
terested parties at the same time. 
Although, I cannot say more than 
that on that particular subject, I 
want to draw the attention of your 
Lordships': House to the various ways 
in which His Majesty's Government 
have assisted. the Chinese Govern- 
ment In the extremely diMcult pos!
